ORDINANCE NO. 20081016-050

AN ORDINANCE REZONING AND CHANGING THE ZONING MAP FOR THE
PROPERTY LOCATED AT EAST PARMER LANE FROM SINGLE FAMILY
RESIDENCE STANDARD LOT (SF-2) DISTRICT TO LIMITED INDUSTRIAL
SERVICE-PLANNED DEVELOPMENT AREA (LI-PDA) COMBINING
DISTRICT.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. The zoning map established by Section 25-2-191 of the City Code 1s amended to
change the base district from single family residence standard lot (SF-2) district to limated
industrial service-planned development area (LI-PDA) combining district on the property
described 1n Zonmmg Case No C14-2008-0076, on file at the Neighborhood Planming and
Zoming Department, as follows:

A 2.248 acre tract of land, more or less, out of the Thomas C. Collins Survey No
61, in Travis County, the tract of land being more particularly described by metes
and bounds 1n Exhibit “A” mcorporated nto this ordinance (the “Property™),

locally known as the property located along East Parmer Lane, 1n the City of Austin, Travis
County, Texas, and generally 1dentified 1n the map attached as Exhibit “B”

PART 3. Development of the Property shall comply with Section 25-2-648 (Planned
Development Area Performance Standards) of the City Code

PART 4. Development of the Property shall comply with the following use regulations

A Except as provided 1n Sections B and C of this Part, all permitted and conditional
limited industnal (LI) uses are permutted and conditional uses of the Property

B The following uses are prohibited as principal and accessory uses of the Property-

Automotive sales Campground
Exterminating services Funeral services
Kennels Monument retail sales
Residential treatment Veterinary services
Club or lodge Congregate living
Transitronal housing Resource extractton

Railroad facilities
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C Except as otherwise provided 1n Section D, the following uses are prohibited uses of

the Property

Agricultural sales and services Automotive repair services
Automotive rentals Automotive washing (of any type)
Art gallery Art workshop

Construction sales and services Convenience storage

Equipment repair services Equipment sales

General warehousing and distribution Laundry service

Basic industry Outdoor entertamment

Recycling center Counseling services

Maintenance and service facilities Indoor entertainment

Vehicle storage

D.  The uses in Section C above are permuitted as accessory uses to general, professional,
medical and other commercial office use, commercial uses, light manufacturing,
research assembly services and general warehousing and distribution principal uses

PART 5. Development of the Property shall comply with the Iimited industrial services
(LD) site development regulations except as otherwise provided in this ordinance

PART 6. Transportation

A Off-street parking. Section 25-6-471(D) (Off-Street Parking Facility Required)
Section 25-6-472 (C) (Parking Facility Standards), and Appendix A (Tables of Off-
Street Parking and Loading Requurements) of the City Code, and are modified to
permit parking to comply with the standards as set forth in this section.

1)  Off-street parking may be provided at any location on the Property, regardless
of proximity to a particular building

2)  There shall be at least one off-street parking space per 300 square feet of office
or administrative activity space designed for human occupancy There shall be
at least one off-street parking space per 1,000 square feet of ndoor
manufacturing space designed for human occupancy.

3)  There shall be at least one off-street loading space per 140,000 square feet of
occupied office, administrative, and indoor manufacturing space
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4)

5)

For manufacturing and related support and test/sort areas, the number of square
feet in the unoccupied mechanical, electrical, machine, awr return and
mterstitial, utility, service and similar spaces shall not be included 1n
determtning parking and loading space computations

Accessory non-restaurant uses, including kitchen, cafeteria, dining, auditorium
and similar spaces, recieational facilities, and day-care center and other similar
facilities, shall not be included in the areas used to determine the 1equired
parking and loading space computations

B A site plan or building permit for the Property may not be approved, released, or
1ssued, if the completed development or uses of the Property, considered cumulatively
with all existing or previously authorized development and uses, generate traffic that
exceeds 2,000 trips per day.

PART 7. Environmental

A Section 25-8-42 (Admuustrative Variances) and Section 25-8-43 (Summary of
Variances) of the City Code apply to the provisions of this Part

The Director of the Watershed Protection and Development Review Department
(the “Director”) or 1ts successor department may grant a variance to authorize up
to 12 feet of cut and fill for the area of the Property that 1s more than 100 feet
from the floodplain of an unclassified waterway or outside of a water quality
transition zone to construct parking areas, driveways, landscape berms, buildings,
loading docks, and other facilities

The Director may grant a vanance to authorize up to 8 feet of cut and fill without
structural containment or up to 12 feet with structural containment for the area
that 1s less than 100 feet from the floodplamn of an unclassified waterway or
inside a water quality transition zone

The provisions of B 1 and B 2 of this Part do not apply to water quality or
detention facilities
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PART 8. Landscaping

Development of the Property shall comply with the landscaping requirements set
forth i the City Code 1n effect on March 21, 2008.

PART 9. Tracking of Certain Site Development Standards

The owner of the Property shall track zoning impervious cover, building coverage,
floor-to-area ratios, street yvard comphance and off-street parking, as development occurs
on the Property Calculations of zoning impervious cover, building coverage and floor-to-
area ratios shall be based on the gross site area of the entire Property Current data on the
standards shall be provided with each site plan submutted to the City for approval.

PART 10. This ordinance takes effect on October 27, 2008
